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GENERAL CRCOK’9 FUNERAL. 

The Ceremonln That Tooh Place la Chi* 
capo Yesterday. 

Chicago, March 24 — The closing 
chapter of the record of Maj. Gea. 
George Crook's connection with the 
west was written Sunday morning, 
when relatives and friends, comrades 
and ex-comrades in arms, gatliefed from 
far and near arounu his bier, in the 
)>arlor of the Grand Pacific to breathe a 
final farewell to all that is mortal of the 
great Indian fighter, and then to escort 
the remains on the first stage of the 
journey to the grave in Maryland soil. 

All night long the casket was guarded 
by a detail of the officers from western 
] >osts, who had been summoned here by 
tne late general to serve upon the Steele 
court martial. At 6 o’olock the help in 
all departments of the hotel, and with 
whom Gen. Crook had been very pop- 
ular, paid their last tribute of reepeot to 
his memory; and shortly afterwards the 
doors were opened to the public. From 
this time on to one o'clock a steady 
stream of people of both sexes, white 
and colored, millionaires and labcrers, 
and to a total of over 50,000, filed past 
the casket which was surrounded with 
a large number of exquisite floral trib- 
utes. 

The services were conducted by Rev. 
Dr. McPherson, Presbyterian; Rev. Dr. 
Clinton Locke, Episcopalian; Professor 
Swing and Rev. Dr. H. W. Thomas.

AFTER FIVi DAYS’ ILLESS. 

Death of Gen. Robert C. Sclienck at Ilia 
YViMUiaston Home. 

Washington, March 21. — Gen. Robert 
C. Scbenck died at his home at 6:45 

® p. m. yesterday 
of pneumonia, 
after an illness of 
but five days. 
Gen. Schenck was 
in the 81st vear 
of his age, and his 
career as a soldier, 
congressman and 
diplomat was a 
remarkably busy 
one. He was borne 
in Franklin, O., 
on Oct. 4, 1809. 
He was first 
o»«. bchssc*. elected to con- 
gress in 1843 and served four terms, 
and until 1851 when he was sent by 
President Filmoro as minister to Brazil. 

When the civil war broke out he 
promptly offered his services, and was 
one of the first brigadier generals ap- 
pointed by President Lincoln, his com- 
mission bearing the date of May 17, 1881. 
He served with distinction as brigade 
and division commander until Decem- 
ber, 13C3. when he resigned to again 
take his seat in the house of representa- 
tives. Gen. Schenck was re-elected in 
1864-6C-L •, and during his last four 
terms in c ngress filled a number of im- 
portant positions in the house, and ren- 
dered distinguished services as chairman 
of the committee on military affairs aud 
of the ways and means oommittee. In 
December, 1870, he was appointed min- 
ister to England by President Grant, 
Resigning his post as minister, in 1876, 
Gen. Schenck returned to Washington, 
where lie has since resided. 



AN IMPORTANT DECISION, ” | 

llir LaUliUw ot Ttuilm la Certain 
Caxei Nettled. ' 

Cincinnati, March 34. — Judge Noyes 
Saturday announced his decision in tho 
matter of liability for taxation of stock 
which had not been listed because of 
opinions of the proper officers tliat the 
same was not liable. 

The action was brought by Morgen- 
thaler, the tax collector, and included 
the years 1881-86 inclusive. The pro- 
ceedings were liased on Section 2*81. as 
amended in 1886, which provides a pen- 
alty for “false returns.” 

The court found that the conveyed 
knowledge of the state and county audi- 
tor to the holders of the stock consti- 
tute a sufficient excuse for not returning 
the stock for taxation, and hence the re- 
turns were not false. The court also 
held that Section 2781 is prospective in 
cliaracter. and not retroactive in opera- 
tion, therefore the plaintiff oould not re- 
cover under it. .\s to the taxes for 1888, 
which oome under the statute as amend- 
ed. the case is different 

Then the holder was admonished of 
the intension to tax the stock, so the de- 
fendant cannot claim protection under 
former rulings and practices. Judg- 
ment was given for plaintiff for that 
year, while the finding was in favor of 
defendant for the proceeding years. 
The stock involved was that of Die Big 
Four railroad company. The defendants 
were M. E. Ingalls, S. J. Broad well, es 
tate of Reuben It. Springer, George wil- 
shire, Evans, Lippincott & Cunningham, 
and the Longworlh, Lowan and Ander- 
son estates.

Mr. Itlalr Changes His Vote and Moves a 

Reconsideration — Mudd Was Declared 

Elected and Seated In the House — Other 

Washington Dispatches. 

Washington, March 21.— In the sen- 
ate yesterday, after Mr. Cockrell pre- 
sented tire protest of the Pork Packing 
association, of SL Louis, against the bill 
for the inspection of meats, which was 
referred, the educational bill was taken 
up. After brief remarks by Mr. Bate, 
Mr. Blair rose to clone the debate. He 
said he looked ujion the education of the 
colored people as the solution of tire 
race question. But the white people 
constituted the great mass of the nation, 
and on their condition depended the fu- 
ture of the United States and the future 
of the world. 

The senate then proceeded to vote on 
the bill and amendments. The first 
vote was on three amendments offered 
by Mr. Moody, of South Dakota, to the 
effect that the illiterates among the In- 
dians shall be included in the calcula- 
tions. Mr. Blair said that there was iio 
objection to the amendments. 

Mr. Edmunds took the opportunity of 
speaking to the amendments, in order 
to defend the constitutionality of the 
bill. He asserted that there was no 
moral or legal obstacle m the constitu- 
tion to the bill. He favored the bill fc>r 
the effect it would have upon the new 
states, and also upon the southern states. 
In the latter it would diminish the 
friction between the ignorant blacks 
and the intelligent aristocracy. He be- 
lieved tliat when the poor colored people 
come to know a little more they would 
see that the land-owner, the man of 
education and property was their best 
friend, and that it would be better to 
entrust him with the administration of 
local affairs than to entrust it to ignor- 
ant men. Mr. Moody’s amendments 
were agreed to.

Washington, March 34. — The Inter- 
national American conference Friday 
Tcceived the report of the committee on 
communication on the Pacific ocean. 
The committee recommend tliat the na- 
tions lying along the western coast of 
the American continent, and repre- 
sented in this conference, agree to sub- 
sidize one or more lines of steamships, 
•which shall make regular voyage be- 
tween the port of San Francisco and 
that of Valparaiso, in the republic of 
Chili, and the intermediate ports, said 
vessels to make bi-monthly round trips, I 
at Last, to each port; to be lirvt class in I 
every re* pec t. and of not less than 4,000 
tons capacity. 

Vessel owners are prohibited from en- 
tering into any arrangement or com- 
bination to increase passenger or freight 
rates. As a rotnpensatioa for tins ser- 
vice a subsidy is provided fey to be paid 
annually by the subscribing nations in 
pmpoitioa to thnir population. The total 
amount, however, is not to exceed thirty 
cents per gross registered ton for each 
l.txM miles sailed.

fare. McCurdy, after being wounded, 
fired four shots at the negro, hitting 
him each time, and then stabbed him 
with a penknife. Daniels died almost 
instantly.

The Ohio Ilivcr Again Over It* Ranks 

Mil Rifting. 

Cincinnati, March 24. — For the sec- 
ond time this month the Ohio river is 
out of its banks and rising rapidly. 

At 2 o'clock this morning the water- 
works marks indicated fifty-five feet 
seven inches in the Ohio at this point — a 
rise of four feet five inches in twenty- 
four hours, and the river was still rising 
at the rate of two inches an hour. 

Railroad travel is interferred with 
and trains cannot enteo the Grand Cen- 
tra! depot, but all the railroads thus 
washed out have established temporary 
stations outside of the flooded districts. 

Dispatches from all points along the 
Allegheny, Youghiogheny and Monon- 
gaheia rivers report tbo water rising 
rapidly. At the head waters of tint Mo- 
nongaL*-la the water is 1 lie her than ever 
known before, and it is still fast creep- 
ing up. Farm lauds along the streams 
ar;‘ already under water, and great 
alarm is felt.

Srrioun Ilailroa«l Wreck. 

Concord, Mass. , March 24. —The worst 
railroad wreck in this vicinity for a 
long time occurred late last night at 
Concord Junction, on tho Old Colony- 
railroad. A south-bound ice train, 
which was standing in the yard, was 
run into by another freight train from 
Lowell which was going in the same di- 
rection. The engine ana several care on 
the train from liowell were totally de- 
molished; also the caboose and several 
cars on the ice train. The wreck took 
fire and burned for sevoral hours. 
Charles Blodgett, a fireman, was badly 
injured; William Hunt, fireman, se- 
riously injured: F. P. Chamberlain, en- 
gineer, was buried in the wreck, but es- 
caped with slight injuries. The other 
train men escaped by jumping. 

XV agon Load of Dynamite Explodes. 

Decatur, Ind., March 24. — Saturday 
near Stoue, a small station south of 
this city, while a man named Barr was 
hauling a quantity of nitro-glycerine it 
exploded, Mowing Barr to atoms, and 
instantly killing a mother and her 
babe. Barr's horses were ako killed 
and his wagon torn into splinters. The 
explosion dug up a circle of ground 
ahout sixty yards in diameter, tore the 
windows from the house in which tlie 
dead woman was sitting with the child, 
and wrought general havoc. No traces 
of either the man or horses are to be 
found excepting small pieces of flesh 
hanging upon the trees remote from the 
spot where the explosion occurred. 

Ten New BimlneM Building* Burned. 

Minneapolis, Minn., March 34.— A 
Tribune special from Hamilton, 111., 
says: The main business portion of this 
town was destroyed by fire about 3 
o’clock Sunday morning. Two negroes 
who had returned from a coon hunt 
about 2:30, discovered the fire in a new 
block of business houses and in a few 
momenta the 1 lames were spreading to 
adjacent buildings. The Keokuk fire 
department responded to a telephone 
message, but were unable to do any 
good an account of lack of water. In 
an hour ten new buildings were in 
ashes. The loss on buildings and goods 
is estimated between 850,000 and $00,000 
partly covered by insurance. 

Kill* d While Drilling an Oil Well. 

Franklin, Pa., March 21. — Joseph J. 
Stock, a well known oil man, was in- 
stantly killed at Reno yesterday while 
assisting to draw the tools from one of 
his drilling wells. He slipped and fell, 
and was caught between tlie bull-wheel 
and .floor. Before the engine could be 
stepped his neck was broken and head 
and breast crushed in.

In 
Ohio the damage for the w inter killing 
does not appear general or severe. The 
crop has been damaged In localities by 
excessive rains, many fields being cov- 
ered with Water lu the central and 
southern portions of the State. Fulton 
couuty reports the damage by winter 
killing at 60 per cent, and a doaen other 
counties complain of the damage rang- 
ing from 20 to 25 per cent. In many 
parta of Missouri wheat has been badly 
winter killed. Kentucky makes the 
best record thus far. The geueral aver- 
age condition is high. Kaunas wheat 
fields are in very fair condition ; the 
sleet ahd storms damaged wheat fields 
in a few counties. The prospects are 
not very bright for winter wheat in 
Michigan and Wisconsin at this writ- 
ing. We summarize the report of our 
corres pendents relative to the coudit ion 
as follows : Illinois, 00 per cent ; In- 
diana, 91 per cent ; Ohio, 94 per cent ; 
Missouri, 90 per cent; Kentucky, 91 
per cent; Kansas, 95 per cent; Wis- 
consin, 86 per cent; Michigan, 76 per 
I cent.

Hamilton was last heard of in 
Louisville, where be gave bis dupe the 
slip. 

Charley Pitman, a brakeman on 
Capt. Renaker’s train, was run over 
and killed 1} miles from Juoction 
City yesterday. It is supposed that lie 
was knocked off the car by a bridge. 
When picked up bi 9 bead was found to 
be entirely severed from liis body and 
iiis arms and legs brokeu. Mr. Pitman 
was about 35 years of age aud was 
from East St. Louis, where be bas a 
fam ily . — Stau ford- J ournal . 

At Lexiugton, Va., tbe jury in the 
case of James Miiler, on trial for the 
murder of Dr. Z. Walker at Browns- 
burg, brought iu a verdict of acquittal. 
This tragedy happened same day of the 
Swope-GooJIoe killing, end the co- 
incidence wae that Mrs. Dr. Dew (nee 
Martin), of New York, was great friend 
of Col. Swcpe, and Dr. Walker of Dr. 
Dew, aud dispatches came simultane- 
ously to them of the two tragedies. — 
Kentuckian -Citizen. 

Two companies of the State Guard, 
twenty-five men from Harrodsburg 
aud fifteen from Lexington, ordered to 
Harian county, Capt. Gaither, of Har- 
rodsburg, in command, and Lieut.

and Virginia, to ascertain tbecondition 
of the present crop of lambs, as to 
number, weight, quality, etc. From ail 
the information received, we are led to 
believe tbe present crop is from 15 to 
25 per cent greater than last year, fully 
as early, and promises at this time to 
be of good quality, aud fat. 

A reference to our books shows a de- 
cline in tbe average price of Iambs in 
May, 1889, from May, 1888, of 68 cents 
per hundred. To our friends, and the 
trade generally, would say we wish to 
be conservative hi our views of the 
lamb trade at this time, and are now of 
tbe opinion tiiat they will sell lower 
this year than last, and think purcha- 
ses should be made accordingly. 

The hog market at present U in good 
healthy condition, prices being tbe beet 
for several months past. We do not 
look for auy radical advance or decided 
break iu prices in this branch of tbe 
trade. 

In the cattle market we observe a 
firm feeling, and all tbe better grades 
are sought after by feeders, butchers 
aud shippers. This looks encouragiog.

A short crop of wheat in Russia, our 
most formidable exporting rival, does 
not seem to have been of much benefit 
to American farmers. When it became 
known laBt year that the Muscovite 
yield would be considerably reduced 
and that tbe Indian crop would suffer 
in (be same way, it was expected that 
tbe United States, with a crop of 490,- 
000,000 bushels, would greatly increase 
her exports aud receive higher prices 
into tbe bargain. Tbe Russian Central 
Bureau of Statistics bas just issued its 
figures couceruing (lie last wheat crop 
of that country, and makes a reduction 
of 120,000,000 bushels since 1888. It 
should, however, be stated that tbe 
1888 crop was a very Urge one, and 
the decline from the average yield is 
about 50,000,000 bushels. The export- 
able surplus of tbe 1889 crop is reckoned 
at only 32,000,000 bushels. As Indi» 
bas a deficit of her ova, it was expect- 
ed that the United States chiefly would 
fill tbe requirements of the importing 
countries of Western Europe, which 
annually take nearly 300,000,000 bush- 
els, but while there has been some in- 
crease in our exports of wheat and 
flour, prices do no', improve. The futili- 
ty of ettempting lo calculate prices of 
agricultural products with auy degree 
of accuracy on the basis of production 
is shown by tbe recent history of wheat. 
The Chicago market, which is tbe con- 
trolling ceuter, bas since tbe first of the 
year inclined to weakness, and prices 
have, on tbe whole, lost grouod. — 
Courier-Journal. 

Tbe Chicago Farmer's Review re- 
ports show that the recent cold wave 
severely damaged the winter wheat. 
Illinois reports almost without an ex- 
ception, estimated the damage as rang- 
ing from 10 to 50 per cent. The heavi- 
est damage appears to have fallen upon
